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LONG  ago  in  ancient  Israel,  the 
Lord  called  a  strong  and  fear- 
less leader  to  be  king  of  Israel. 
Then  through  Samuel  he  was  com- 
missioned to  proceed  against  the 
Ammalekites  and  destroy  them 
root  and  branch.  Saul  proceeded 
to  his  task,  but  before  long  he 
began  to  "second  guess"  Samuel. 
Why  do  it  the  way  Samuel  sug- 
gested? Surely  it  would  be  better 
to  save  the  sheep  and  the  cattle. 
Samuel  doesn't  understand  the 
local  conditions.  Samuel  makes 
mistakes,  etc.,  and  so  Saul  set 
aside  the  counsel  he  received  and 
proceeded  to  do  it  his  way.  Then 
the  Lord  spoke  to  Samuel  as 
follows:  "It  repenteth  me  that  I 
have  set  Saul  to  be  king:  for  he 
is  turned  back  from  following  me, 
and  hath  not  performed  my  com- 
mandments." Saul  began  to 
"second  guess"  his  instructions  and 
lost  his  throne  in  Israel. 

How  many  of  us  as  members  of 
the  Church  permit  ourselves  to 
fall  into  the  same  trap.  The 
Branch  Presidency  announces  a 
programme  or  policy  for  the 
Branch  and  immediately  we  begin 
to  "second  guess"  them:  why  pick 
such  colours  in  the  remodelling- 
who  chose  the  rug?  they  are  put- 
ting on  a  play  in  M.I.A.  but  I 
wonder  who  chose  it,  it  will  be  a 
failure;  who  picked  this  lesson 
book  for  the  year — it's  dull  and 
uninteresting.  So  we  fall  into  the 
habit  of  "second  guessing"  every- 
thing done  in  the  Branch. 

The  Lord  of  the  vineyard  called 
workers  to  labour  in  his  vineyard. 
One  at  one  time,  one  at  another 
time,  and  still  another  at  a  third 
time.  Then  at  the  close  of  the  day 
he  paid  them  all  alike.  This  caused 
some  to  find  fault  and  begin  to 
"second  guess".  The  implication  of 
the  parable  to  me  has  always  been 
to  labour  in  the  part  of  the  vine- 
yard assigned  to  me,  and  make  it 


neat  and  tidy.  I  will  not  criticise 
the  other  workers  in  the  vineyard. 
I'll  just  take  proper  care  of  the 
work  assigned  to  me  and  leave  the 
manage  it,  I  will  wait  until  he  calls 
vineyard.  If  he  wants  me  to 
manage  it  I  will  wait  until  he  calls 
me  to  the  job. 

How  often  we  criticise  the 
Branch  President  about  the  way 
he  is  managing  the  vineyard,  when 
all  the  time  we  are  the  least 
profitable  servant  labouring  there. 
We  get  so  busy  worrying  about 
how  the  Branch  President  is  run- 
ning the  vineyard  we  haven't  time 
to  care  for  the  section  assigned 
to  us,  and  it  becomes  overgrown 
with  weeds.  Would  we  not  be 
better  employed  to  do  the  job  to 
which  we  have  been  called,  leaving 
the  tasks  to  which  we  have  not 
been  called  to  those  who  have. 
The  most  important  job  we  will 
ever  have  in  the  Church  is  the  one 
in  which  we  have  been  asked  to 
serve  right  now 

Sometimes  things  are  done  for 
the  good  of  the  work  which  we 
cannot  see  or  understand  from  the 
position  we  have  been  asked  to  fill. 
Rather  than  begin  to  "second 
guess"  would  we  not  be  better 
employed  it  we  could  develop  the 
proper  attitude  as  shown  by  Adam. 
"And  he  gave  unto  them  com- 
mandments, that  they  should 
worship  the  Lord  their  God,  and 
should  offer  the  firstlings  of  their 
flocks,  for  an  offering  unto  the 
Lord.  And  Adam  was  obedient 
unto  the  commandments  of  the 
Lord." 

"And  after  many  days  an  angel 
of  the  Lord  appeared  unto  Adam, 
saying:  "Why  dost  thou  offer 
sacrifices  unto  the  Lord?"  And 
Adam  said  unto  him:  "I  know  not, 
save  the  Lord  commanded  me." 
(Moses    5:5-6.)

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PURPOSE  OF  LIFE 


MANY  a  heartache  has  to  be 
suffered;  many  a  trial  has 
to  be  endured;  many  times  the 
path  of  life  will  be  lonely  and 
hard.

"See  that  none  render  evil  for 
evil  unto  any  man;  but  ever  follow 
that  which  is  good,  both  among 
yourselves,  and  to  all  men. 

Rejoice    evermore. 

Pray  without   ceasing. 

In  everything  give  thanks:  for 
this  is  the  will  of  God  in  Christ 
Jesus   concerning   you. 

Quench  not   the   Spirit. 

Despise  not  prophesyings. 

Prove  all  things;  hold  fast  that 
which  is  good 

Abstain  from  all  appearance  of 
evil. 

And  the  very  God  of  peace  sanc- 
tify you  wholly;  and  I  pray  God 
your  whole  spirit  and  soul  and 
body  be  preserved  blameless  unto 
the  coming  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ." 

Je>us  endured  scorn,  scourging, 
thorns,  and  the  agony  of  being 
nailed  to  a  cross  because  He  loved 
us.  For  this  cause  He  died  for  us. 
Yet,  how  quickly  do  we  mortals 
forget  His  sacrifice  and  become 
angry  and  offended  at  such  petty 
and   unimportant  things. 

Jesus,  hanging  on  the  cross, 
said,  "Father  forgive  them,  for 
they  know  not  what  they  do." 
Though  He  was  nailed  on  a  cross 
and  crucified  by  His  enemies.  He 
forgave  them.  Why  then  should 
we.  being  the  sons  and  daughters 
of  God.  find  fault  and  feel  offence

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THE  CULTURAL  VALUES  OF  THE 


RELIEF     SOCIETY

SINCE  its  organization,  the 
Church  has  always  held  the 
right  of  women  to  develop  her 
gifts   through   education. 

In  the  early  days,  I  think  the 
general  opinion  was  that  a 
woman's  place  was  in  the  home. 
This  view  still  holds  today  with  a 
difference.  Women  these  days  do 
take  positions  of  some  sort  in  the 
business  world  prior  to  marriage 
and  homemaking. 

Brigbam  Young  mentioned  as 
suitable  subjects  for  women  to 
study;  the  fine  arts,  music,  paint- 
ing, literature,  business,  science, 
mining,  medicine,  civil  government 
and  law. 

President  Joseph  F.  Smith  had 
similar  thoughts  when  he  said  "It 
is  very  important  to  the  welfare, 
usefulness,  happiness  and  comfort 
of  our  daughters,  that  they  learn 
some  branch  of  industry  that 
could  be  turned  to  practical 
account  in  the  way  of  making  a 
living,  should  circumstances  re- 
quire it." 

The  Relief  Society  was  organised 
on  the  17th  March,  1842,  by  the 
Prophet  Joseph  Smith,  the  main 
purpose  of  the  organization  being 
to  foster  the  welfare  of  the  mem- 
bers. This  meant  the  relief  of 
poverty,  illness,  doubt  and  ignor- 
ance. The  relief  of  all  that 
hindered  the  joy  and  progress  of 
women. 

We  are  told  in  the  Doctrine  and 
Covenants,  Section  130: 

"Whatever  principle  of  intel- 
ligence we  attain  in  this  life, 
it  will  rise  with  us  in  the  resurrec- 


tion. And  if  a  person  gains  more 
knowledge  and  intelligence  in  this 
life  through  his  diligence  and 
obedience  than  another,  he  will 
have  so  much  the  advantage  in 
the  world  to  come." 

The  dictionary  definies  culture 
as  "the  enlightenment  and  refine- 
ment of  taste  acquired  by  intellec- 
tual and  aesthetic  training.  Cul- 
ture is  also  the  act  of  developing 
by  education,  discipline  and  train- 
ing." 

In  1942,  on  the  hundreth  anni- 
versary of  the  Relief  Society,  the 
First  Presidency  wrote  a  greeting 
to  the  Relief  Society  in  which  they 
stated : 

"In  the  work  of  Relief  Society 
are  intellectual,  cultural  and  spiri- 
tual values  found  in  no  other 
organization  and  sufficient  for  all 
general  needs  of  its  members." 

Latter-Day  Saints  are  under  an 
obligation  to  seek  out  the  truth 
and  great  books  to  obtain  truths. 
the  greatest  of  all  being  the  scrip- 
tures. The  Theology  lesson  of  the 
Relief  Society  is  given  over  to  the 
study  of  the  scriptures.  At  the 
present  time  our  study  course  is 
the  Doctrine  and  Covenants.  Many 
valuable  lessons  are  learned  from 
the  scriptures  which  help  us  to 
attain  culture  and  refinement. 
These  modern  scriptures  are  par- 
ticularly appropriate  to  our  lives 
today,  and  through  them  we  can 
find  the  right  solutions  to  our 
problems,  and  will  help  us  to  build 
on  solid  foundations,  lives  which 
will  bring  us  joy  and  happiness 
now  and  throughout  eternitv. 
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Our  Work  lessons  teach  us  the 
small  essentials  of  nursing  and 
much  in  the  way  of  homemaking. 
In  order  to  make  a  home  a  place 
of  joy  and  happiness,  the  talents 
and  creative  abilities  of  women 
should  be  used  to  the  best  ad- 
vantage m  their  homes.  Dr. 
Virginia  Cutler  in  the  preview  of 
discussions  on  Work  Meeting  for 
1962/63  says:  "Some  so-called 
homes  today  are  merely  filling 
stations,  where  members  drive  in. 
fill  up  and  blow  out.  Others  are 
quick  change  places  where  the 
main  function  is  to  get  ready  to 
go  to  some  other  place.  Our  belief 
is  that  "Families  are  forever"  and 
the  Relief  Society  does  help  to 
make  our  homes,  homes  where  our 
children  like  to  be  and  to  bring 
their  friends." 

Our  Social  Science  lessons  have 
been  on  "the  place  of  women  in 
the  Gospel  Plan."  Our  purpose  is 
to  create  an  environment  of  physi- 
cal, intellectual  and  spiritual 
beauty  in  the  home. 

President  David  O.  McKay  has 
said  "The  experience  of  childhood 
will  remain  undimmed  on  the 
walls  of  memory.  And  so  it  is  our 
duty  to  give  of  the  best  to  these 
precious  children  who  are  en- 
trusted  to    us    for   guidance." 

Our  literature  lessons  give  us  a 
study  of  English  and  American 
authors,  and  although  we  have 
not  been  able  to  obtain  much  in 
the  way  of  American  literature 
apart  from  what  is  set  out  in  our 
Relief  Society  Magazine,  it  has 
been  enjoyable  being  able  to 
acquaint  ourselves  with  the  names 
and  life  stories  of  the  authors. 

Beautiful  music  also  adds  refine- 
ment to  our  lives  and  the  lives  of 
our  families.  The  Relief  Society 
offers  much  in  the  way  of  music 
and  the  report  for  1961  states  that 
41.124  sisters  were  taking  part  in 


ward  and  branch  Relief  Society 
Singing  Mothers  choruses.  The 
Bible  mentions  music  many  times 
and  the  iOOth  Psalm  tells  as  to 
"make  a  joyful  noise  unto  the 
Lord,  all  ve  lands,  Serve  the  Lord 
with  gladness,  come  before  his 
presence   with   singing." 

The  Relief  Society  Magazine  is 
a  wonderful  source  of  information 
and  uplift.  Not  only  does  it  supply 
us  with  our  lesson  material,  but 
gives  us  uplifting  articles  and 
stories.  It  also  gives  us  the  oppor- 
tunity of  developing  and  showing 
our  talents.  Each  year  short  story 
writing  and  poem  competitions  are 
held  and  all  members  of  Relief 
Society  are  encouraged  to  put 
forward  their  contributions. 

The  Relief  Society  gives  us  end- 
less ways  of  developing  culturally 
and  all  our  lesson  material  is 
approved  by  the  Priesthood. 

The  affairs  of  the  Relief  Society 
are  run  by  women  and  all 
Branches  ot  the  Relief  Society 
have  women  counsellors.  In  1961 
there  were  231.175  members  of  the 
Relief  Society  enjoying  the  many 
cultural  values  offered  through 
this  wonderful  organization. 

Today  the  Relief  Society  literal- 
ly is  a  "school  of  learning"  for  its 
members,  an  institution  whose 
educational  programme  does  not 
merely  import  information  and 
increase  the  knowledge  of  its 
membevs.  but  also  builds  faith 
and  develops  spirituality,  for  all 
subjects  are  taught  in  the  light  of 
Gospel  truths. 

In  closing  I  would  like  to  men- 
tion the  words  of  Emmerson: 

"Grant  this  we  pray  thee, 
that  all  they  who  read  or  utter 
noble     thoughts     may     make 
them  theirs, 
and  thank  God  for  them, 
to  the  betterment  of  their  suc- 
ceeding hfe."

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THINKING    MAKES    IT    SO

THOU  shalt  also  decree  a  thing 
and  it  shall  be  established 
unto  thee."  (Job  22:28.)  Mortals 
have  struggled  so  long  and  un- 
successfully against  evil  that  they 
have  come  to  regard  it  as  in- 
evitable. The  futility  of  existence 
seems  to  be  proved  daily  by  many 
things  we  see  and  hear.  Actually, 
the  mere  fact  that  they  do  not 
see  a  reason  for  living  means  that 
they  desire  good;  but  because  their 
knowledge  is  so  very  limited,  they 
conclude  that  it  is  unobtainable 
in  this  life,  so  gloomily  they  go  to 
the  grave  expecting  God  to  be 
more  merciful  in  death  than  in 
life. 

That  is  what  man  thinks.  Surely 
whatever  man's  environment,  he 
cannot  lack  ample  opportunity  to 
do  good,  and  instead  of  thinking 
only  of  himself  and  his  problems, 
he  can  do  all  the  good  he  can 
to  others  around  him.  Not  necessa- 
rily something  big  and  spectacular. 
That  is  not  what  is  meant  by 
doing  good;  small  things,  kind 
deeds,  little  thoughtful  acts,  even 
thinking  merely  good  thoughts 
about  one's  neighbour  is  the  start 
to  serene  happiness.  If  50%  of  the 
people  on  earth  started  to  think 
only  good  thoughts,  and  acted  on 
them,  doing  all  the  good  they 
could  to  people  with  whom  they 
come  into  contact,  the  amount  of 
good  brought  into  operation  would 
be  beyond  human  comprehension. 
All  mankind  would  be  happier  and 
healthier  if  their  thoughts  were 
constructive  and  controlled. 

Wrong,  evil,  ignorant  or  mali- 
cious thoughts,  fear,  revenge  and 
hatred  all  work  together  to  under- 
mine the  constitution  of  the  one 
who  gives  these  errors  heed.  But 
he  who  is  so  occupied  with  right 
thinking  and  acting  that  he  leaves 
no  foothold  in  his  own  conscious- 
ness, places  a  bulwark  around  him- 
self that  is  a  sure  defence  against 
the  shafts  of  evil. 

The    Saviour    said,    "Love    your 


enemies;  do  good  to  those  that 
despitefully  use  you."  If  man 
realized  how  much  of  the  evil  and 
pain  that  he  suffers  originated  in 
his  own  mind,  he  would  stop  being 
a  factory  for  his  own  trouble,  and 
start  manufacturing  good  for  all. 

All  success,  all  achievement,  all 
material  gain,  and  all  wealth  is 
spun  from  this  one  original  force 
. . .  Thought — A  force  that  must  be 
ordered  and  controlled,  a  power 
directed  and  disciplined  for  good. 
The  wandering  mind  produces 
nothing  of  value,  and  is  respons- 
ible for  a  very  large  number  of 
the  failure  we  meet  in  life.  Every- 
thing that  was  ever  created  was 
at  first  a  thought — the  chairs  we 
sit  on,  the  writing  desk,  the  piano 
against  the  wall,  our  clothes, 
everything!  From  the  smallest 
article  of  furniture  to  the  tallest 
skyscraper,  all  originated  from 
constructive  thinking. 

Just  as  we  can  use  fire  to  boil 
our  food  or  burn  down  the  house, 
so  we  can  use  thought  in  our  lives 
to  build  up  or  tear  down. 

The  things  we  talk  about,  the 
way  we  dress  and  our  bearing  all 
reflect  our  thinking.  We  are  the 
product  of  our  OWN  thoughts, 
showing  outwardly  what  we  are 
inwardly.  Positive,  kind,  and  disci- 
plined thoughts  can  produce  so- 
called  miracles  in  our  lives.  There 
are  no  limits  to  its  power  and 
it  can  achieve  the  seemingly  im- 
possible. 

Pestalozzi.  a  great  thinker  said: 

"Thinking  leads  man  to  know- 
ledge. He  may  see  and  hear,  and 
read  and  learn  whatever  he 
pleases,  and  as  much  as  he 
pleases:  he  will  never  know  any- 
thing of  it.  except  that  which  he 
has  thought  over,  that  which  bv 
thinking  he  has  made  the  property 
of  his  own  mind.  Is  it  then  saying 
too  much  if  I  say  that  man,  by 
thinking  only,  becomes  truly  man? 
Take  away  thought  from  man's 
life,  and  what  remains?"
